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A.M.A. Reaffirms Stand on Prepayment Plans 


The American Medical Association, at 
its Interim Session in St. Louis, made the 
following statement of policy regarding 
prepayment insurance plans: 

“The American Medical Association 
reaffirms its belief in the application of 
the principle of medical care insurance 
on a voluntary basis. The American Med- 
ical Association has encouraged and as- 
sisted the development of voluntary pre- 
payment plans. Coverage is now provided 
throughout the country and protection is 
being extended rapidly to an ever increas- 
ing proportion of our population. 

“The American people now enjoy the 
highest level of health, the finest stand- 
ards of scientific medical care and the 
best quality of medical institutions thus 
far achieved by any major country of 
the world. 

“The great accomplishments of Amer- 
ican medicine are the result of develop- 
ment by a free profession working under 
a free system, unhampered by govern- 
mental control. 

“The experience of all countries where 
government has seized control of medical 
care has been progressive deterioration of 
the standards of that care to the serious 
detriment of the sick and needy. 

“The American medical profession is 
unalterably opposed to the institution of 
any system of medical care which would 
result in damage to the American public. 
Our carefully considered opinion is that 


any scheme of political medicine would 
be a catastrophe for the American 
people. 

“Compulsory sickness insurance, not- 
withstanding misleading bureaucratic 
propaganda, is a variety of socialized 
medicine or state medicine and possesses 
the evils inherent in any politically con- 
trolled system. It is contrary to American 
tradition, and is the first and most dan- 
gerous step in the direction of complete 
state socialism. The American Medical 


Association rejects any such scheme as 


a method of the distribution of medical 
care. We are equally certain that when 
the people understand the facts they also 
will reject it with the same finality. 

“On the basis of experience, we are 
convinced that voluntary medical care 
insurance, with the continued support of 
the American medical profession, can 
and will solve the economic problem of 
the distribution of medical care within 
the existing framework of private en- 
terprise. 

“It has been demonstrated that the 
voluntary method provides a better and 
less costly service and avoids the impo- 
sition of enormous taxation. 

“The continuing purpose and determi- 
nation of the American Medical Associa- 
tion is to maintain and improve the 
standards of medical care and to 
make that care available to all our 
people.”

SOCIAL SECURITY: FACT OR FICTION? 


Dragging a red herring across the trail hoping to divert attention from the 
real issues is a trick that has been used by politicians since the days of Caesar. 
We have a case at hand. It seems almost certain now that the administration 
will ask Congress to approve a national scheme of compulsory social security 
for the entire population. At first thought this doesn’t seem like such a bad 
idea, everybody gives and everybody takes. The catch here, though, is that 
physicians, dentists, lawyers and other self-employed persons will pay into the 
fund a much higher social security tax than the average employed worker 
(they would pay 7 per cent on earned income up to $4,800), but they would 
be entitled to very limited benefits. They would not, for instance, be eligible 
for cash benefits when unemployed, or sick or permanently disabled, but the 
taxes they pay would enable the government to give such benefits to wage 
and salary earners. As a matter of fact, about the only part of the social security 
program that could conceivably be of interest to the dentist, as a beneficiary, 
would be the old-age insurance which, presently, is but $25 per month. No 
professional man can ever hope to receive social security benefits that would 
bear any reasonable relation to the tax he pays. 

Those who listened to Marjorie Shearon at the last Chicago Dental Society 
meeting were profoundly imptessed. Dr. Shearon linked this whole social 
security scheme to a group of high pressure social workers connected with the 
Federal Security Agency, who in turn are linked with the International Labor 
Organization. The whole thing smacks of state socialism and, if you’ll pardon 
the expression, it smells. Dr. Shearon pleaded for immediate action on the 
part of the dentists of the country. “You should not wait a minute. You cannot 
afford to. You should organize, inform yourselves, inform others and see to it 
that every member of the Senate and of the House hears from the folks back 
home. Be particularly alert about not selling yourselves down the river by 
entering the social security system as taxpayers.” 

We have prided ourselves as being one step ahead of the medical profession 
when it comes to public relations. Now is the time to prove it. The A.M.A. is 
collecting a $25.00 assessment from each of its members, and with scarcely 
a dissenting voice. Each physician is cognizant of his moral responsibility to 
pay the assessment. Each physician has been asked to contact his congressman 
personally, or by letter or telegram, and point out how this proposed program 
would be a bad thing for the people of the nation. For this lucrative social 
security tax (3 billion dollars the first year) might well be used to force 
compulsory health insurance upon the nation. This would mean only one 
thing: a politically controlled health insurance system. 

On fairly good authority it is learned that the new Senator from Illinois, 
Paul Douglas, is slated to be a member of the Committee on Labor and Public 
Welfare. As such he will have a lot to say about Compulsory Social Security 
and its companion piece, Compulsory Health Insurance. He undoubtedly 
favors the administration program but is not necessarily committed to it. 
Maybe it isn’t too late to flood him with telegrams pointing out how we, his 
constituents, feel in this matter. But, more important, get your patients and 
your lay friends to write. Help them to understand the seriousness of it, for 
once the law is on the books, we're sunk, and we will no doubt carry them 
down with us.

MEDICAL RESERVE ACTIVITIES 


The Medical Instructors have been 


advised that an Army-Wide inventory is 


to be made of all Reserve Officers to fa- 
cilitate: 

a. Assignment of specific type duties 
for which each officer is best qual- 
ified to meet mobilization require- 
ments. 

b. Establishment of “Military Occupa- 


tional Specialties” commensurate 
with military and civilian experi- 
ence and education. 

c. Immediate utilization of man-pow- 
er (skills) in a War or other Na- 
tional Emergency through Machine 
Records of accounting. 

d. Classification and screening of per- 
sonnel prior to an emergency to 
avoid loss of time and man-power 
in mass mobilization. 

The questionnaire will be of para- 
mount importance to the Army and se- 
curity of the Nation, since it will facili- 
tate utilizing the wealth of ability and 
experience of Officers in the Organized 
Reserve Corps. World War II revealed 
conclusively that the American Army, 
in time of War, relies largely upon Ci- 
vilian Components for leadership. 

While much of the data on the ques- 
tionnaire apparently duplicates other rec- 
ords now on file, the passage of time 
actually has out-moded many of these 
records. There have been changes in 
qualifications, such as (1) additional ed- 
ucation, (2) interest, (3) mew occupa- 
tional experience, (4) recent avocations 
—which—if known to the Army, can be 
of great value on “M” day. Any mobili- 
zation assignment not evaluating these 
items is obsolete. ; 
NOTE: . . . Army Reservists who are 
not now actively participating in the Re- 
serve Program must declare their inten- 
tions or desires for an active status by 
the 1st of February 1949. Those failing 
to indicate their availability for assign- 
ment to an Active Reserve Unit, will be 
automatically transferred to the Inactive 
Reserve. Transfer to this Section deprives 
the Reservist of eligibility for promotion, 
drill pay, and retirement benefits. Con- 
tact your Instructors for additional in- 
formation.
